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DEFIES THE CONSTITUTION. 


I 


N charging Governor Durbin, of Indiana with be- 


ing "accessory after the fact" to the murder of 


Governor Goebel, of Kentucky, Governor Beckham 
of the latter State, takes a unique stand, but one 
fully justifiable. The refusal of the Indiana gover- 
nor to issue extradition papers for the , arrest of 
former Governor Taylor, who is a fugitive from jus- 
tice, charped with complicity in the murder of Gov- 
ernor Goebel, is a contenance of the anarchistic! ex- 
ample of others and worse in one sense as the case 
has become more clearly understood. 


The federal constitution is seemingly plain on 


the subject of extradition; it does not leave the mat- 
ter optional or discretionary as it is manifestly man- 
datory. 
It provides that "a person charged with 


treason, felony or any other crime, who shall flee 
from justice, and is found in another State, shall on 
demand of the executive authority of the State from 
which he fled be delivered up, to be removed to the 
State having jurisdiction of the crime." But Gov- 
ernor Durbin, of Indiana, har, the mendacity to pub- 
licly defy the federal constitution, stating that he 
will not heed the provision, as did Governor Voor- 
hees before him. He goes through the perform- 
ance of contending that the courts, and judicial pro- 
cedure of Kentucky are incompetent and untrust- 
worthy, but were that true it does not relieve him 
of the responsibility, or give him the power of dis- 
cretion, for the constitution further provides that 
"full faith and credit should be given in each State 
to the public acts, records and judicial proceedings 
in every other State." 


Such a deliberate defiance of constitutional di- 


rections and requirements is as demoralizing as it is 
encouraging to assassination, and all of the gravest 
crimes. It has been proposed that a test case can 
be made of this and it be ascertained if the constit- 
ution has really become an out of date instrument 
when efforts are made to protect society by its help- 
ful provisions. 
vOf course it has been made pretty 


clear that it has been treated by the administration 
as of such efiect in the "new possessions, as recog- 
nizing slavery in Sulu, but it has yet to be establish- 
ed formally that it has become of such nature, over 
a soverign State here at home. If so, then anarchism 
is no longer a crime, at least when committed by 
the governer of a State.

MORLEV ON SOUTH AFRICAN WAR. 


TN a speech recently delivered in London, John 
*

desperation. There is nothing worse than mettle 
in a blind horse. The king will perhaps at no dis- 
tant date have to seek other ministers witn a better 
insight and a more pliant mind in the face of the 
dangerous and complex situation which confronts 
the country."
